Judge Milner disposed of the pick- 


pocket cases effectually this after- 
noon. 


He ordered that the indictment 


against Harry Pratt be Dollied and 
the 
defendant discharged. 
The 


Judge said there was grounds^ for 
suspicion against Pratt that no evi- 
dence to show his guilt. Had a mo- 
ion been named to take the case 
Irora the jury he would have granted 
it. Holding that the evidence was 
not strong enough to convict, Judge 
Milner intimated that he would have 
set the verdict aside. 


Judge Milner then considered the 
lavanaugh 
motions. 
Mr. 
Funk 


wanted to be heard, but the court 
would not listen tD him. 
He said 


that outside comment and rumors 
which had come to the courts' ears 
made it seem tbat a criminal was 
about to escape, through some inad- 
vertence. 


Tbe.coiir_tr since the Pratt trial, 


aad come into possession of the facts. 
The evidence of Callahan, as given in 
the Pratt trial, was superfluous and 
showed it was needless to call him be- 
fore the grand jury. There did not 
seem to be as strong a case against 
Cavanaugh as against Pratt. 


The fixing of the bond at 4400 was 


entirely justified, and it was sufflc- 
ent. It had been the practice of the 
court for fifteen years to put the 
bonds at from $300 to $500. 


The court then said that Cava- 


naugh had been bound over for pick- 
ng Callahan's pocket. He was not 
ndicted for that and could not be 
convicted for it. Therefore the court 
decided that the county was not en- 
titled to the bond money. The fcr- 
"eituie of the bond was then set aside 
and the clerk ordered to pay it back 


' whoever was entitled to it. 
Judge Milner also said that he did 


not think the case against Cajanaugh 
ustifled the county in offering a re- 
ward. 


There did not appear to be any 


remissness on the part of the prose 
cutor or anyone else. The Judge in- 
timated tbat unless more evidence 
was procured it would be unwise to 
bring Cavanaugh to trial.

mons on Biblical Topics. 


History of the Book and How It Was 


Almost Thrown Aside—Apostle 


St. John and His life. 


Rcv J B. Tuttle, of tbe First Bap- 


.4 church, delivered an eloquent 
fjm Sunday on "The Book of 


ppvelation." His church was crowded 
*itb an interested congreagtion. 


This is the first of a series of dis- 


to be delivered upon tbe 


i"churches of Asia, mentioned in 


f,he apocalypse. 
As each church 
Lses under review,. It will be seen 
that it possesses a typical, as well as 
historical character; and the seven 
churches, in their dominant features, 
foreshadow the various phases of the 
Christian era, from the -days of the 
anostles down to the close of the Gen- 
tile age. This book of Kevelation 
has necn regarded by many as a the- 
olocical enigma; but with careful 
study it will be found to be one of 
the most interesting portions of the 
sacred canon. These discourses will 
be given in the order in which they 
appear in tbe apocalypse of John, on 
successive Sabbath evenings, and a 
ccridal invitation is extended to all' 
who may be interested in the study 
of this most interesting subject. 


"This last section of the Bible," 


said Mr. Tuttle, entitled the book 
of Revelations, is regarded by many 
as a theological enigma. Perhaps no 
portion of'the Christian scriptures is 
more nelgectcd than this last book of 
the snored canon. Christian teachers 
have been; known to caution Bible 
readers against a too familiar ac- 
quaintance with the book, and to 
warn them against an attempt to 
translate its symbols and metaphors 
in tbe events and experiences of 
spiritual significance. 
It is viewed 


as a sort of panorama of opening seals 
and sounding trumpets, of cities and 
glassy seas, of hor«es 
of 'various 


hues and riders clad in snow-white 
uniforms, of armies and bloody bat- 
tles, of nations smitten by plague 
and pestilence, of opening books and 
judgment scienes, of priscners taken 
in batUe and captives cast into yawn- 
ing pits, of hell with its fire and 
brimstone and heaven with its solid 
gates of pearl and streets of burnished 
gold, of crystal ruins and all -manner 
of fruitful trees, and the whole scene 
one of enldess confusion and as intel- 
ligible to the average English scholar 
as the dialect in which the book was 
written. Multitudes have no intelli- 
gent idea of the structure and mean- 
ing of the book. 


•'It is generally known that an un- 


successful effort was made to strike 
the book from the sacred canon, os- 
tensibly upon tbe charge of its spuri- 
ous character and uncertain" origin. 
But the real cause of this effort, 
Harnack tells us, was hostility to the 
book itself. 
He says: 'Dionysius, 


bishop of Alexandria, became con- 
vinced that tbe victory of mystical 
theology were what he calls 'Jewish 


! cbiliasm'; would never be secure so 
long as the apocalypse of John kept 
its place in tne canon. 
He accord- 


ingly raised the question of 
the 


japostolic origin of the apocalypse, 
and.by reviving old .difficulties and in- 
genious arguments of 'his aim he car- 
ried his point." 


"But the book has run the gaunt- 


'{etof criticism and is accepted by the 
iDest scholarship of the world as in- 
ppired, and is therefore received as a 
•part of the sacred records. TD say 
that the book is not intelligible.is a 
reflection upon the author; and to 
ignore it, or set it aside as a useless 
portion of the Christian scriptures, or 
to insist that it is unworthy of in- 
vestigation and faithful study, is to 
jaeny that it answers the purpose for 
™ 'ch all revelation was given.

We are informed that this aged 


servant of Jesus Christ was banished 
from his native land by the decree of 
the Boman emperor Dotnitian, and 
the dreary, desolate island of Patmos, 
on the Aegean sea, was designated as 
the place of his imprisonment. In 
accepting this severe sentence of ban- 
ishment the apostle went forth confi- 
dently relying upon tlie presence of 
his Master, from whose lips be had 
heard the sacred promise, 'Lo, I am 
with you always, even unto the end 
of the world.' 


"To see heaven opened, to gaze 


upon the innumerable company of 
the redeemed and be permitted to 
hold communion with tbe saints of 
God, was sufficient to render him ob- 
livious to his surroundings and to fill 
his soul with unspeakable joy. He 
was the 
beloved disciple, 
whose 


transparency of character had won 
him special privileges and secured for 
him intimate association and blessed 
fellowship with his Lord and Master. 


"Beginning at a period in the his- 


tory of the race when there were no 
terms in use among the people with 
which to represent moral and spirit- 
ual ideas, he taught them by the use 
of pictures and similes, as children 
are taught in our primary schools. 
This is the rational explanation of 
that peculiar system of instruction 
which prevailed among the ancients, 
in whicb pictures 
tand characters 


were employed in the place of words 
for the purpose of representing ideas. 
By means of these hieroglyphics the 
people were enabled to comprehend 
many of the great truths which 
emenated from the divine mind—a 
system which was exactly suited to 
their undeveloped minds. To a peo- 
ple who are accustommed to represent 
moral and spiritual truths by means 
of revealing to the mother of the race 
the doctrine of the incarnation and 
the conflict between the Son of God 
and the prince of evil, seems like an 
enigma. 


"The bible 19, in the truest sense, 


an evolution Jo which the divine 
method of revealing truth keeps pace 
with the development of the human 
mind and the progress of human 
thought. If it had been struck from 
the press in its present completed 
form and placed upon Adam's center- 
table it would have been as great a 
curiosity to that primitive household 
and as useless as a religious text bcok 
as are the Egyptian hieroglyphics to 
the present generation. Like tbo 
Sabbath day, the book was made for 
man, and not man for the book. Here 
we see unfulfilled prophesy concern- 
ing Israel dissolving into history, 
and we behold tbe uncrowned Prince, 
who has waited long for His kingdom 
and His crown, coming in 
regal 


splendor and wearing the insigna of 
his office, 'King of Kings and Lord of 
Lords.' He asserts universal empires, 
rules his enemies with a rod of iron 
and dashes them in pieces like a pot- 
ter's vessel. He sounds the trumpet 
of God and His. beloved dead are 
raised and the kingdom of God on 
earth has come. Such was the revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ."

OLD DAME EARTH 


Rises In Greece and Takes a 


Few Good Shakes, 


EEDUOINd TO KUIN MANY TOWNS 


And Frightening the Luckiest! Denizens 


of a Goodly Territory Ni«;I» Unto Death. 
Much UaniHKe l>one and Many People 
Injured by a 8ei»iu c Disturbuuoo In 
the Grecian Archipelago. 
Athens, Jan; 23.—Several earthquake 


Ihocks were felt throughout the south- 
ern part of Greece. 


All the houses in the town of Phil- 


iatra, in the department of Messenia, 
on the Ionian coast, have been dajn- 
aged and the inhabitants are now 
camping out in the suburbs. Two vil- 
lages in the vicinity of Philiatra were 
completely destroyed, many people be- 
ing slightly injured. The villages of 
Kyoarissia and Staso were also prac- 
tically 
destroyed, 
though it is not 


known as yet whether there were any 
victims there. 


Vast damage waa done to property 


at Navarino, a seapor^ six miles north 
of Modem, whose harbor witnessed the 
victory of the English, French and 
Russian fleets over those of the Turks 
and Egyptians in 1827; and consider- 
able loss is reported rfrom Calamata, 
capital of the department o£ Messenia, 
near the head of the gulf of Koroh. 


The shock was severely felt in the 


district of Zante, capital of the Ionian 
island of that name, hut there was no 
loss of life or property there. Many 
slighter shocks occurred 
during the 


day and at night the people at numer- 
ous towns and villages are afraid to 
return, to their houses. 
The authori- 


ties are doing all in their power to fur- 
nish tents and supplies. 


With Dynamite. 


South Omaha, Neb., Jan. 23.—Short- 


ly after midnight an attempt was made 
to blow up with dynamite the residence 
of E. B. Towle, manager of a packing 
company: A man named William Bar- 
rier, on his way home, saw a flickering 
light on the porch. He hastily drew 
the burning matter off the porch. See- 
ing a fuse attached to the package ho 
stamped the fire out and called for an 
officer. The package was taken to the 
police station. Upon opening the pack- 
age it was found to contain six sticks 
of dynamite. No explanation can be 
made for the attempt. 


Three Henvy Explosions. 


Lebanon, Pa., Jan. 23.-7Three heavy 


explosions occurred at short intervals 
at the Bird Coleman furnace" plant at 
Cornwall, five miles from here. Build- 
ings were shaken 'and many window 
panes broken throughout 
the. town. 


The twin furnaces were much damaged 
and the loss was'heavy. Of the many 
hundreds of workingmen, none was 
seriously hurt, although a number'suf- 
fered slight injuries. 
The explosions 


were caused by molten metal eating its 
way out of a stack and entering the 
under pit, where it came into-contact 
with water. 


Astor Battery Home. 


New York, Jan. 23.—After an ab- 


sence of more than seven months, :the 
Astor battery arrived in New York. 
During their absence the men have 
traveled to and from the Philippine 
islands and have seen active service 
against the Spaniards under' General 
McArthur at Manilla. 
They marched 


from the city June 13 with three offi- 
cers and 99 men. They returned with 
one officer and 82 men. 
Their 'loss 


from death was five—three dead in ac- 
tion and two from sickness. 


Stoned by Striken. 


Colon,.Colombia, Jan; 23.—The strike 


of dock laborers is fast assuming a 
serious aspect. A batch of 36 Panama 
dockmen arrived and stones and re- 
volvers were fired at the train as it 
neared Colon. A hundred more are ex- 
pected and the ship owners are anx- 
iously awaiting their arrival, as bus- 
iness is seriously delayed. Soldiers are 
guarding.the warehouses where the 
dockmen now on hand are at work 
and are preventing communication 
with the outside. 


Clayton-Bnlwer Treaty. 


London, Jan. 23.—The -Daily News

The general debate, not including 


three uight sessions, is to continue 15 
hours. This is as far as the agreement 
goes.. It includes • no provision for a 
final vote. The debate promises to be 
both interesting and important, as U 
will raise all the questions involved in 
increasing our standing army to 100,000 
men as proposed by the bill, together 
with our whole future policy relative 
to the territory acquired in the recent 


war with Spain. 


A very wide variety of opinion ex- 


ists upon the proposition ^to increase 
the standing army. It has a strong 
majority of the Republicans behind it 


and it cornea into the house with, the 
endorsement of the president's mes- 
sage practically as an administration 
measure. The Democrats and Popu- 
lists are intensely hostile to the whole 
proposition and intend to fight it to 
the last ditch. They will have some 
support from the Republican side. 


However, the opposition do not de-- 


sire to embarrass the government and 
are. willing to provide for a temporary 
increase in the army of 50,000 men. in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
substitute bill offered by the minority 
of the committee. Or they are willing 
to authorize the continuance, tempor- 
arily, of the present war strength of 
the regular army (62,000) — anything 
in fact, to prevent the creation of a 
permanent increase. In this they have 
the sympathy of many Republicans. 


The fate of the bill is in grave doubt 


The statements made on the floor "of 
the senate to the effect that it was not 
the intention of the government to 
hold the Philippines permanently, al- 
though their authoritative character 
was denied, have placed a weapon in 
the hands of the opponents of 
the 


measure who will use the statement 
that there is doubt as to the future 
of the Philippines as a strong argu- 
ment against a permanent increase of 
the regular army.

Washington, Jan. 23. — In the senate,

diplomatic and pension appropriation 
bills, also, may be considered during 
the week. Several speeches on the gen- 
eral subject of expansion are expected 
to be made. 


How much time will be siven to the

The Chinese place a significance upon 


svary color, and iu connection with a 
wedding red obtains" a deep rooted, 
mysterious importance, the next bridal 
solor in value being gold. At a be- 
trothal tho bridegroom elect sends his 
sweetheart a pair of bracelets fasteuod 
together with a piece of red ribbou or 
Jord. The bride and bridegroom drain 
two wine cups at the wedding, which 
*re also connected by a red cord. Iu 
•lorthern China the attendants wear 
tall felt hats, aud each hat has a. red 
feather stuck upright in it. Tho attend- 
ants also carry, tho wedding presents. 
& sedan chair bears the bride herself. 


In south Cftina a sedan most wonder- 


fully gilded is used by the wealthy 
ilasses, aud it is decorated with what 
ippears at first sight to be brilliant in- 
laid stones, but which are in reality 
the glossy feathers of the kingfisher. A 
handsome cloth of glowing red with 
trimmed border is also thiown over tho 


In tie case of the poorer classes red 


is also tiio prevailing bridal color, and 
» chair of ordinary cnrved wood, paint- 
ad a bright red, is used. Above the door 
3f the chair a kind of charm is placard- 
ed or hung upou a red cloth. The chair 
itself is sent by the bridegroom, accom- 
panied by what corresponds to our best 
man. 
This functionary brings with him 


a letter written in yellow or gold upon 
red paper, praying the lady to enter 
and take her place. 


Men dressed all in red and carrying 


red parcels containing the presents fall 
into the procession. Other bearers carry 
boards and banners, inscribed in goldeu 
letters upon a red ground. These ban- 
ners tell the 'pedigree of both parties. 
Behind the bearers come the other at- 
tendants, with long poles, on which are 
hung very handsome lanterns.. The 
bride's veil is of bright crimson hue 
and her dross regal "gold aud scarlet. —

A TINY RESERVATION. 


WUHom Penn'a Indian Tract Still 


Preserved In Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia contains one relic of the 


days of William Peuii which ia un- 
known to most inhabitants of the Quak- 
er City. It is a small portion of ground 
which still retains by virtue of a pro- 
tisiou in the charter its original charac- 
ter. Right in the heart of the business 
lection of the city it lies, the only place 
for tnilea around that bears no font- 
prints of the inarch of progress and com- 
merce, the only building lot in the city 
which has never been near the hands.of 
a real estate agent. 


You have but to go down Walnut 


street to Second, turn up Second until 
you come to a little iron gate on the 
east side of the street, swing it back and 
enter arid you stand within the Indian 
reservation. 


In the days when Philadelphia used 


to-be the metropolis of the red men, and 
they came by various trails across tbo 
country and down the Delaware to hold 
council there, it grew iieoeaaary for them 
to have some appointed spot for their 
conclaves. William Penn dedicated this 
reservation to them as a trysting claco 
and provided that it should be'sacred to 
their use forever. 


It ia a foreign enough place now, 


shut in as it is by hjgh buildings on 
nearly every side. T>he old Union Tele- 
graph office confronts it on one side, a 
wholesale liquor dealer's store backs up 
against it oil another, and a high board 
fence chokes off the last hope of any 
outlook from the place. 


.There is no mark to tell of its original 


nse or'to stamp it as one of -the curiosi- 
ties of the day. One's duly solaco for 
hia grievance is to imagine that the 
stealthy tread of moccaaiued feet is still 
echoing there and • that the strange 
words of the redskin's tongue have left 
eorae spell upon the place. 


In size it is a "poor comment upon 


Penn's generosity, for it scarcely affords 
room sufficient .to turn a wagon and a, 
pair of - horses.; Perhaps because of ita 
microscopic dimensions there has never 
been any attempt to encroach upon the 
rights of the old reservation. . 


For more than a century it bas stood 


in its native state in the midst of the 
great city, a relic of a pathetic past, an 
heirloom for owners who will never 
reclaim it.—New York Herald.

Thomas Paine, the author of "The 


flights of Man," was one of her fa- 
miliar acquaintances, but their inter- 
course was an argnuieut, their views 
neither on this subject nor any other 
coinciding. In these arguments Paine 
either lost his temper or became sulky, 
and the woman champion won an easy 
victory. 


Until her marriage with Mr. Godwin 


she was the friend of Mrs. Siddons, but 
she, with the majority of her admirers, 
declined to sanction this union, for she 
had married some years 
before an 


American called Im!ay, to whom she 
had been a most devoted wife. The 
man, 
however, took advantage of the 


fact that the marriage was only a civil 
one, performed in Paris, and deserted 
her. She then married Mr. Godwin, 
but this act placed her in a position no 
charity could explain away. Death, 
however, soon covered her faults with 
a pitiful oblivion. She left an infant 
daughter a few hours old, who after- 
ward became the wife of Percy Bysshe 
Shelley.—Exchange.
